INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 


‘* Ouida’ in the London Times. 


I HAVE only now seen your excellent leader on 
this vexed question in the Zimes of the 14th of 
July. As | have not been’consulted by those who 
are uow endeavoring to effect an arrangement 
with the United States, and as I am notin Eng- 
land, 1 am unaware of what shape the intended 
proposals are to assume, but I beg to express my 
hearty agreement with your opinion that no steps 
which are taken without the publishers’ concur- 
rence on both sides of the ocean will bring about 
any practical results. As an ounce of fact is 
sometimes more useful than a pound of argu- 
ment, I will here state exactly what I lose myself 
by the absence of any copyright law between 
Europe and America, From the time that my 
second novel was published, Lippincotts’ firm, of 
Philadelphia, always gave me £300 (sterling) for 
the advance-sheets of each romance, and the 
head of the house repeatedly said that were there 
a copyright law he could give me as many thou- 
sands as he gave, under present circumstances, 
hundreds of pounds. When a few years ago the 

courtesy of the trade’’ was broken up by the 
cheap piracies published by Geo. Munro of every 
English novel worth reprinting, the Lippincotts 
were unable to continue to pay £300 for each set 
of advance-sheets, and can scarcely afford one 
fourth of that price, as Munro’s cheap reprints 
mane the first issue [authorized by me] compara- 
lively worthless. That Munro, however, was

redress at such a price, which would mean the 
ruin of European editions. Once granted, as. 
you grant, that copyright law is necessary to se- 
cure to the author the fruits of his labor, and is 
thus beneficial to the whole world, it must be 


granted also that no property is so ill-defended 
as that of the works of the brain. 


But we can- 
not secure fuller defence for it merely by attack- 
ing the publishing class, whose interests are 
bound up with those of authors. The chief fault 


of all the recent proposals of the commissiom 
held to examine the possibility of acopyright law 
between England and America was that they dis-- 
regarded all the interests of English publishers. 


It is of no use to talk of honest or honorable 


feeling to the American nation as regards Eng 


lish literature. They say with cynical frank- 
ness that so long as they can steal it for nothing 
it does not serve their purpose to pay for it. I, 
for one, never hope to see them abandon this 
position. When they do, their commercial mo- 
rality will be purer than it is at present. The 
**dime novel ”’ suits their purses and their tastes, 
and European authors are sacrificed without any 
scruple, that America may be supplied with 
this ugly and ill-printed production of an ** ad- 
vanced civilization.’”’ You say that, half a loaf 
being better than no bread, ‘‘it would be expedi-- 
ent to accept what American publishers are will- 
ing to yield.”’ Allow me to repeat that if what 
they would yield, however much or little it would 
be, would be saddled with the obligation to ad- 
mit American editions of European works into 
Europe, the concession would be bought at a 
ruinous price for us, however fair on the surface 
it might look. If the English writer consent to 
injure the English publisher, he will find himself 
in the same plight with the dog who dropped its 
bone for the shadow thereof. Nothing should 
be accepted by the English writer except such 
conditions as would leave him legal master of 
his own right to print as he pleases and write 
where he pleases in both countries ; anything 
less than this would be a delusion and a snare 
and were best rejected, if offered. This point 
was not insisted on with half enough force at the 
time by the English representative when negotia- 
tions for international copyright were pending 
between Sir E. Thornton and President Garfield. 
Meantime I am curious to know on what terms 
English publishers issue the American novels. 
with which the English publishing lists have for 
the last two or three years been filled. Are they 
paid for? Ifso,in what proportion? Are their 
English issues protected by the English ‘‘courtesy 
of the trade”—i.¢e., by that system which no 
longer protects our English novels in their 
American editions? There is a tendency at this. 
moment in England to overestimate American 
novels. Recently a one-volume story obtained 
a popularity and praise wholly beyond its literary 
merits because the author, an English gentle- 
man, wrote of himself in the first person as an 
American who had lived in Italy ; if he had ac- 
knowledged himself an Englishman the story 
would have probably passed unnoticed. In 
view of this bias toward American literature in 
the English press and publishing trade, is it not 
pertinent to ask what effect will it have upon 
English literature? Leaving apart the purely 
intellectual questions of the injurious influences 
it will certainly bring to bear upon the English 
language and style, let us adhere to the simple 
practical matter of copyright ; if English authors 
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cannot protect their works in America, and if 
nglish publishers crowd their shelves with 
American reprints which they get for next to 
‘nothing, what will be the consequence? The 
English authors will be ruined by reprints of 
American books produced in London as the 
American author has long protested that he has 
been ruined by reprints of English books pro- 
duced in New York and other American cities, 
The publishers on either side of the Atlantic will 
get multitudes of works, more or less inferior, 
but salable, for next to nothing ; original and 
‘intellectual writers will suffer equally in both 
America and England. The glutting of the Eng- 
‘lish book market and the English circulating 
library with American fiction [which is no doubt 
bought very cheaply by the English trade, if not 
got wholly gratis] is to the full as serious a mat- 
‘ter for the English novelist as the republication in 
America of his own works without due recogni- 
tion of his title tothem. It may soon come to 
be said of the English, as you say of the Amer- 
ican publishers, that they care ‘‘ little what is the 
nationality of a work, or the profit derived from 
it by its author, provided they can obtain it 
sufficiently cheap.’’ The only possible argu- 
ment which may succeed with them both will 
perhaps be this—that a literary property pro- 
tected all round by law is more advantageous to 
them as a mere speculation than a stolen thing 
which can be stolen again with equal ease by 
any or al] of their neighbors. It is said that 
American publishers are now convinced of this, 
but that the American nation is not so, as it 
considers stolen books the cheapest it can get ; 
‘but it can only consider these so long as there 
‘are pirates to supply them, and there are signs, 
as I have shown, that even the pirates themselves 
are not satisfied with their gains. Meanwhile, 
what I want to know is this—on what terms are 
American novels republished by London pub- 
lishers? It is a question of vital interest to all 
English authors.

Nothing definite in rela- 
tion to the matter having been heard since, Mr. 
Bryce took the opportunity, the other day, in the 
House of Commons, of asking the Under-Secre- 
tary of State for Foreign Affairs whether he could 
state what was the present position of the nego- 
tiations which were understood to have lately 
been proceeding with the Government of the 
United States of America regarding the estab- 
lishment of an international copyright between 
the two countries. Lord E. Fitzmaurice, in 
reply, said that a proposal for the settlement of 
the question had been made to the Government of 
the United States by Her Majesty’s Minister 
at Washington in November, 1881, but that no 
«reply had yet been received.”’ 
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POSTAL MATTERS. 
REDUCTION OF POSTAL RATES. 


A CIRCULAR was issued July 18 from the office 
of the Third Assistant Postmaster-Genera| 
officially notifying to postmasters throughout the 
United States the reduction in postage rates 
which is to take effect on October 1, and direct. 
ing them to make preparation for it. The pos. 
masters are informed through this circular that 
it is desirable to have as small a stock of the 
present three-cent postage-stamps and Stamped 
envelopes as possible on hand when the redyc. 
tion of rates goes into effect, and they are ac. 
cordingly directed to limit their requisitions for 
stamps and envelopes of this denomination to 
such quantities as upon careful estimate they 
may deem sufficient to last until October1, ~ 

The circular also directs that as no arrange. 
ments have yet been made for the redemption of 


of postmasters or for the exchange by postmas- 
ters of those stamps and envelopes in the hands 
of private holders, until further notice postmas- 
ters will not make exchanges for the public nor 
return to the department the stock that remains 
on their own hands after October 1. The post- 
masters are, however, informed that as the two 
and three-cent stamps and envelopes of the 
present issue will continue to be valid after that 
date, they must be accepted in payment of post. 
age when offered in proper amounts ; and that 
the three-cent stamps can be used in combination 
with other denominations on letters requiring 
more than one rate of postage, and on parcels of 
third and fourth class matter. 

The circular also announces that the Depart- 
ment will be ready to issue the two-cent stamps 
of the new design on September 1, but that these 
stamps and envelopes must not be placed on 
sale or used by postmasters before October 1; 
also that no three-cent stamps will be issued after 
September 14, unless the requisition therefor is 
accompanied by a statement that they are needed 
for immediate use and that the full supply called 
for will become exhausted by October 1 ; and 
further that no three-cent stamped envelopes 
will be issued after August 31 unless the requl- 
sition for them is accompanied by a like state- 
ment.

More than thirty years ago John Cassell, a 
Lancashire carpenter of literary tastes and full 
of schemes for the improvement of the English 
workingmen, began to publish good cheap liter- 
ature, appealing to the higher tastes and in- 
stincts of this large class of intelligent readers. 
Before this time he had made himself known as 


a temperance lecturer, in which capacity he | 


came to London, and having there married, found 
it necessary to obtain more substantial subsist- 
ence than the precarious earnings of a wander- 
ing tradesman and lecturer. 
by his friends, he thought to help himself and 
the cause for which he was an_ enthusiastic 
worker by starting a temperance publishing of- 
fice and book-store at the house in the Strand, 
London, now occupied by Mr. Tweedie, the 
temperance publisher of our day. The trade 
was very good, but Cassell’s energetic longing 
to better his condition quickly led him to under- 
take the management of a tea and coffee busi- 
ness, and the liabilities he incurred considerably 
overreached his available capital. 

By this time, however, he had made many in- 
fluential friends, who had faith in his capacity 
and started him afresh on a much larger scale 
in the publishing business. At this time he be- 
came associated with Messrs. Petter & Galpin, 
practical printers, and they formed the plan of 
devoting themselves to the production of cheap 
and popular Looks, then coming into great de- 
mand by the strenuous Jabors of the Chambers 
brothers. Their great object was to raise the so- 
cial condition of the masses, and they knew that 
the first step toward that end was the education 
of the workingman. Knowing Mr. Cassell to 
be one of themselves the laboring classes pur- 
chased his books more readily than the publica- 
tions of the various firms and societies started 
atthat time. His knowledge of their real tastes 
and condition was very useful, and his opinion 
fae matters was carefully adopted by his 
enior partners, while he left to them almost the 
entire business Management.

changes for his illustrated publications. In 1859 
he visited America and met with a very flatter- 
ing reception, and upon his return published a 
series of articles entitled ‘*‘ America as it is,” in 
which the conditions of the contest between the 
North and South were discussed with almost 
prophetic correctness. Up to the time of his 
death, Mr. Cassell was true to his early plans of 
promoting the cause of temperance and education, 
and on these subjects he was always an eloquent 
and popular lecturer. ‘‘ The History of Julius 
Cesar,'’ by Napoleon III., was the last publica- 
tion in which he took an active interest. He 
died on the 1st of April, 1865, at his residence 
in Regent's Park, leaving his wife a large share- 
holder in one of the greatest book manufacturing 
firms in the world. At the time of his death 
there were at least 500 men employed at the 
works in Belle Sauvage Yard. Messrs. Petter 
and Galpin did not change the style of the firm, 
but of late years have materially changed the 
character and improved the execution of its pub- 
lications, and have shown more disposition to 
produce valuable and original works. Their 
chief lines are fine art, illustrated and miscella- 
neous works, educational books, and juveniles. 
The illustrated works, beside their famous Bibles, 
include a number of valuable works on natural 
history, such as Figuier’s Works, the “ Ameri- 
can Ornithology,” etc. ; the works of fine art in- 
clude Doré’s works, the Magazine of Art, and the 
Painting and Drawing Books, among which the 
Flower Studies, with colored plates, are speci- 
mens of perfect workmanship. The introduction 
of Doré’s illustrations was an event in the history 
of English publishing, and the illustrations to 
Dante’s “‘ Inferno” are among the best art-work 
in existence. In commemoration of Dore’s death 
they are now bringing out a A/emorial edition 
of the ‘‘ Doré Gallery,” consisting of 250 of the 
finest of the ‘‘ Doré” engravings, with letter-press, 
in fifty parts, at a price that puts it within 
the reach of all. Another important work, now 
in course of publication, is the ‘‘ Encyclopedic 
Dictionary,’’ edited by Robert Hunter, M.A., 
which will make about twelve volumes, more 
fully illustrated with fine woodcuts than any 
other work of its kind. 

For some time the works published in America 
were manufactured in London, but now a great 
deal of manufacturing is done here, and we are 
told that more than 100 sets of plates have been 
made in this country. This American branch 
of the great house is now under the excellent 
management of Mr. O. M. Dunham, formerly of 
the American News Co., by experience and 
capacity well fitted for his honorable position. 
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In the spring of this year the gigantic pri- 
vate enterprise, so long known as Cassell, Petter 
& Galpin, was converted into a stock company, 
and will in future be known as Cassell & Co., 
Limited. Mr. Petter has resolved to retire, and 
Mr. Galpin, adhering to the great original idea 
of improving the condition of workingmen, has 
made his great business codperative, but retains 
the supervision. Shares in the company have 
been purchased by 300 workmen in the establish- 
ment, to the amount of $200,000. 

A very interesting meeting to celebrate the 
commencement of the new codperative concern 
was held at Exeter Hall, London, on June the 
8th. Mr. and Mrs. Petter and Mr. and Mrs. 
Galpin entertained 750 of their employés and 
many visitors, and provided them with a sump- 
tuous banquet. The Right Hon. W. E. Foster, 
M.P., presided, and made the first speech, which 
was received with great enthusiasm ; Mr. Petter 
and Mr. Galpin followed. All three gentlemen 
explained to the employés the peculiar advan- 
tages to them that are likely to accrue from the 
new organization begun under such brilliant 
auspices. Any employé is entitled to invest in 
shares, and those of limited means will be al- 
lowed to purchase shares by weekly instalments. 
There is also a benevolent fund that makes it 
possible for every employe to provide for the 
comfort of his family if he is incapacitated by 
loss of health or old age, as well as in case of 
death. Mr. Houghton, of Houghton, Mifflin & 
Co., was present as invited guest, and made a very 
neat speech, seconding the resolution of the vote 
of thanks to the ladies, in which he said he 
heartily believed in the codperation of master and 
workmen, and now that he considered their firm 
so strengthened he should still put forth all his 
energies to beat them in their special lines. 
The proceedings of this memorable meeting have 
been published in a neat little paper-covered 
pamphlet and will be found very interesting. 

Cassell & Co. have added to their long list of 
juvenile and holiday books for this fall nearly 
one hundred new volumes, many of them by 
American authors, which include the simple 
picture-book for an infant as well as the sumptu- 
ous édition de luxe of the finest illustrated works. 
A volume of etchings, representing the best 
work of American etchers, to be manufactured 
in this country, is among their latest announce- 
ments. It is pleasant to think that very many 
of the hands employed on these publications, 
which are up to the highest standard of the day, 
were first hired for the manufacture of the un- 
fashionable-looking little pamphlets that made 
the fortune of Cassell, Petter & Galpin. 





OBITUARY. 
“SHERWOOD BONNER.” 

THE news of the death of ‘‘ Sherwood Bonner’ 
(Mrs. Katherine S. McDowell) will bring to her 
friends a sense of personal loss. She died at her 
home in Mt. Holly Springs, Miss., on the 22d 
of July. She was only thirty years old. It is 
thought that she first injured her health during 
the yellow fever epidemic of 1878, when she went 
to Holly Springs to nurse her father and brother, 
who both died after a week’sillness. The gifted 
young author of the “‘ Dialect Tales ” some time 
ago, in a gay mood, selected as an inscription for 
her tombstone, *‘ She was much loved,”’ a fitting 
epitaph for her short, eventful, love-inspiring 
life.

He was sick when he reached his 
home, and steadily grew worse until the disease 
affected his brain and terminated fatally. Mr, 
Holman was thirty-nine years of age, and leaves 
a wife and family.

During many years she en- 
joyed an extensive correspondence with promi- 
nent writers of the day, among them the late 
George Eliot, with whom she had a personal 
acquaintance. Her loss will be most keenly 
felt by the immediate circle of friends who loved 
her, not alone for her brilliant qualities, but her 
womanly worth and amiable life.”
